Public Land. 
What to do with Oklahoma’s 3 Ooh - 
OOO acres of public lands was the 
sole topic of debate in the house, 
and in the absence of a vote, th a 
bill by Representative Fisher and the 
substitute offered by Speaker Mur­ 
ray went over until I o’clock tomor­ 
row. The Fisher bill is said to rep­ 
resent the lessee’s side of the ques­ 
tion. 
It proposes to divide between 
the lessee and the state the increas­ 
ed value of the land when sold. The 
Mui ray substitute differs by restrict­ 
ing the sale to 160 acres instead of 
section tracts, and contemplates ro 
division of the profits, so to speak. 
The indemnity and public building 
lands are to be sold immediately and 
all others afttT July I, 1811, and it 
is required 
that 
purchasers 
sh^li 
make a bona fide residence upon the 
land purchased from the state for at 
least three years. A preference right 
in 160 acres is given to each lessee. 
No person owning land in excess of 
160 acres, whether such holding is 
situated in the state or elsewhere 
may become a purchaser under the 
act. All terms of the act are to be 
submitted to the people at the Nov­ 
ember election for adoption or re­ 
jection. 
The Fisher bill proposes no ref­ 
erendum.

ITTSBURG.—Are 
women 
less to be believed than 
men, on oath or otherwise? 
is a question 
that has 
been excited by the utter­ 
ances of a few men, and 
at least one woman, who have in pub­ 
lic recently Insisted that women as a 
general proposition have no sense of 
the binding sanctity of an oath and 
are blind to the moral obligation of 
telling the truth. 
A few days ago, came Dr. William 
H. Taylor, state chemist of Virginia, 
In a lecture to the students of the 
State Medical College of Virginia, 
proclaimed that a woman 
had 
“no 
conception of the moral obligation en­ 
tailed in telling the truth.*' 
In his

It is my conviction, however, 
rn & Jthat women will, generally speaking

C W I be more likely than men to tell the 
truth in court. She has a fear of the 
weapon called the law. 
It is prac 
tically an unknown force to her. 
It 
is with her, therefore, potential for 
the truth. 
“That there is too much falsehood 
in human life is distressingly appar­ 
ent. It is all too much a part of our 
social existence. 
To some extent we 
may say it is enforced by conditions, 
but it is also all too much due to a 
lack of proper moral training. 
It Is 
the natural bent of the child mind to 
evade the truth when the act has 
been naughty and by concealing the 
truth to evade reproof and possible 
punishment. 
That is the basic work 
of the lack of moral obligation in re­ 
gard to the truth in all society. 
I 
believe that a good, sound spanking, 
administered intelligently, with proper 
spirit, at the proper time, with kindly 
and proper explanation, would vastly 
lessen the evasions, lies and perjuries 
of all phases of life. Proper discipline 
in his early youth would probably 
have had such .effect upon Mr. Taylor 
that he would have never thought of 
the statements so antipodal to truth 
which he made in regard to women 
aa compared with men.” 


Women Truthful Witnesses. 
Miss Suzanne Beatty, attorney-at- 
law, gives an emphatic negative to the 
assertion that women are more than 
men inclined to evade the truth on 
the witness stand.

The man lying de­ 
liberately is well aware that he can 
hardly do it successfully and there­ 
fore he is less apt to try the experi­ 
ment, although he is morally just as 
much the liar as though he did try It. 
I would say that there is some 
measure of truth in the assumption 
that women are more liable than men 
to go astray from 
the exact 
facts 
when they are in the strange posi­ 
tion of a witness in the courts, but 
the sweeping assertion of Dr. Taylor 
that in all circumstances they are less 
to be believed than men is a state­ 
ment that should simply make the 
person who made It ridiculous. 
“You ask me about the conflict of 
what is called expert testimony. 
I 
think that is not fully understood. It 
is my conviction that expert testimony 
is usually fairly honest, no matter 
how conflicting It may seem, and for 
this reason: 
The expert is always 
examined by the attorney previous to 
trial and hearing, and if he be not 
convinced that the testimony is frank­ 
ly in his favor he will not employ the 
expert.”

HOW TO WASH SILK HOSE. 


A Few Hints for Careful Girls Who 
Want to Save Them. 


Careful girls don't waste their sub­ 
stance on silk stockings, and 
then 
send them to the laundry to be re­ 
duced to ravelings. 
Besides, It’s a 
pleasure to wash the daintier, pale- 
tinted ones. 
The very latest way, which girls 
who have cared for their own silk 
hose all winter say is best, is to wash 
them first in white soap and luke­ 
warm water. 
Then they are rolled 
in a cloth previously wrung out in hot 
water and left there to steam for an 
hour. 
At the end of this time they 
are turned Inside out and hung out lo 
dry, and when nearly dry rubbed be­ 
tween the palms of the hands to make 
them soft and pliable, as well as to 
give the foot the correct shape. Iron­ 
ing is a great mistake, as the iron not 
only rots the silk, but causes an un­ 
sightly ridge down the center of tho 
leg. 
Another way, when the stockings 
are badly stained, is to soak 
them 
first in warm water, to which a little 
borax has been added, and then wash 
them quickly in tepid soapsuds, after 
which they should be squeezed 
be­ 
tween the fingers to rid them of the 
soapsuds, and finally rinsed in soft 
water and hung out to dry without be- 
ing wrung. 
In the case of 
white 
hose, most girls add bluing to the 
water. 
Lace hose should first be soaked In 
water in which salt or a lump of alum 
the size of a walnut has been 
dis­ 
solved, and then plunged into a mix­ 
ture of a wineglass of vinegar stirred 
into a soapy lather, pressing them 
well between the fingers until they 
are clean. 
Before washing black or 
bronze silk stockings it is a good plan. 
to soak them for an hour in water 
to which a little black pepper has 
been added.

For Overdose of Morphine.

there has been an overdose. Until a 
physician can be summoned the pa­ 
tient should be walked constantly and 
not allowed to go to sleep.

ITTSBURG.—Are 
women 


less to be believed than 
men, on oath or otherwise? 
is a question that has 
been excited by the utter- 
ances of a few men, and 


at least one woman, who have in pub- 
lic recently insisted that women as a 
general proposition, have BO sense o: 
the binding sanctity of an oath an< 
are blind to the moral obligation o: 
telling the truth. 


A few days ago, came Dr William 


H. Taylor, state chemist of Virginia 
in a lecture to the students of the 
State Medical College of Virginia, 
proclaimed that a woman had "no 
conception of the moral obligation en- 
tailed in telling the truth" 
In his 


opinion truth with a woman is what 
»he wants to be believed. She Is cos.- 
vlnco-J laal what she calls her "intui- 
tions" must always be right. 


As a buttress to what these "mere 


men" have asserted comes Mary Hea- 
ton Vorse, a woman of some note as a 
writer for the magazines, 
who as- 


serts that few women can be depended 
upon to tell the truth, she presumably 
being one of the few; that they "beat" 
street railway companies; that they 
listen at 
telephones, 
betray 
confi- 


dences, sneak the reading of letters; 
and that she believes the statement 
of an old Judge who told her that 
ipon the witness stand "women would 
Invariably perjure themselves." 


These declarations were so sweep- 


Ing and so extraordinary 
that 
the 


Pittsbnrg-Dispatch was led to seek 
the opinions of some Pittsburg wom- 
en of note, who could be depended 
upon to say what they thought re- 
gardless"" ot any reflection upon their 
own sex—women who think independ- 
ently and whose thoughts are well de- 
fined and their language well thought 
out. 
One of these is Mrs. Enoch 


Rauh, president of the Council of 
Jewish Women. 


Not a Question of Sex. 


"The telling of truth is absolutely 


not a matter of sex," was the em 
phatlc answer to a query by the rep- 


after birth could so warp and distort 
the natural tendencies. These gentle- 
men who have been BO widely quoted 
evidently know little of the world of 
women. They have placed themselves 
on record after a very superficial and 
perfunctory analysis of the sex. The 
very fact that they have been quoted 
at all indicates that their views are al- 
together bizarre. 
If this had been 


an established fact in all the thou- 
sands of years of the history of the 
human race their belligerent procla- 
mations would not have been noticed. 
Has it been left for them to make a 
discovery of a new world of unmor- 
ality? 


"While the fact that the matter has 


been so widely bruited about gives it 
a measure of importance, it is rather 
that sort of importance which adds 


[ count. It Is my conviction, however, 
that women will, generally speaking, 
be more likely than men to tell the 
truth in court. She has a fear of the 
weapon called the law. It is prac- 
tically an unknown force to her. It 
is with her, therefore, potential for 
the truth. 


"That there is too much falsehood 


in human life is distressingly appar- 
ent. It is all too much a part of our 
social existence. To some extent we 
may say It is enforced by conditions, 
but it is also all too much due to a 
lack of proper moral training. It Is 
the natural bent of the child mind to 
evade the truth when the act has 
been naughty and by concealing the 
truth to evade reproof and possible 
punishment. That is the basic work 
of the lack of moral obligation In re- 
gard to the truth In all society 
I 


believe that a good, sound spanking, 
administered Intelligently, with proper 
spirit, at the proper time, with kindly 
and proper explanation, would vastly 
lessen the evasions, lies and perjuries 
of all phases of life. Proper discipline 
in his early youth would probably 
have had such .effect upon Mr. Taylor 
that he would have never thought of 
the statements so antipodal to truth 
which he made in regard to women 
as compared with men." 


Women Truthful Witnesses. 


Miss Suzanne Beatty, attorney-at- 


law, gives an emphatic negative to the 
assertion that women are more than 
men Inclined to evade the truth on 
the witness stand. 


"I have been a close student of 


this matter," said Miss Beatty, "and 
it is my positive judgment that wom- 
en are quite as dependable as men 
when testifying before a law court. 
When I was at home, a mere child, 
one of the dear friends of our family 
was Judge Campbell, then the presid- 
ing judge of the Clarion district. It is 
possible that even at that time I had 
in me the latent germ of the pursuit 
of the law as a profession, for all that 
pertained to the courts was of the 
deepest interest to me. I was much

Hn P. lams, attorney-at-law, dlscusse 
what has been termed by Shakespear 
the "lie circumstantial" and the "11 
direct" "Women may lie on the wit 
ness stand," said Mrs. lams, "In clr 
cumstances which arouse within he 
a powerful sentiment, while in similar 
circumstances a man would lie delib- 
erately and wilfully. The tie In the 
one case may be said to nave been to 
some extent unconscious, the woman 
bavlng been persuaded on account o 
her affections to believe that what 
she said was true because she

It Is the testimony of some of 
the greatest' physicians of, this and 
other times tiat the' sons unusually 'In- 
herit the traits of the mothers and 
the daughters those of their fathers. 
Now how shall we assimilate this un- 
questioned dictum of science with the 
assertions of these gentlemen that 
women are more prone than men to 
evade the truth? You see that the 
whole proposition falls to the ground. 
It 1» not possible that environment 


to the amusing and diverting phase 
of social life than to those activltie 
which make for development an 
progress, and the Dispatch deserve 
thanks for contributing to the 'gayet 
of nations' by giving us a chance t 
say a word In answer to even th 
most obscure of dialecticians wh 
have presumed to air their orator 
upon a theme which was certain t 
attract some attention and excit 
curiosity if not respect." 


Equivocate in Little Things. 


"This matter of evading the truth 


s even far older than the remark 
made by an eminent historic person 
age that he had said in his haste tha 
all men were liars," was the remar] 
of Mrs. Samuel A. Ammon, wel 
known for her great activities in civli 
affairs, when the caustic assertions o 
Dr. Taylor were broached to her. "I 
Is quite possible and defendable," con 
tlnued Mrs Ammon, "that in what we 
may call the 'little things' of life 
women evade the truth more often 
than 
men do, because 
they 
are 


brought into contact with those lit 
tie things, chiefly domestic, more than 
men are. Shall we tell the dlseasec 
that they 
are 
afflicted 
incurably? 


Shall we say to the dying that there 
is no hope for them? Shall we give 
an absolutely blunt, direct answer 
prying Inquiries which should never 
have had utterance and which may 
most probably be repeated as gossip 
with such coloring as repetition and 
Imagination may inspire? 


"The question of unswerving truth 


telling is one which has agitated the 
deepest of analytical minds, but the 
greatest of these has not been led to 
assert that unmorality of prevarica- 
tion was most highly developed In 
women than in men. Whatever fall-' 
.ng there may be is to be equally con- 
demned in both sexes. It la quite pos- 
sible and quite natural that where 
the affections are involved the woman 
may be more easily swayed than the 
man. 
She is more the creature of 


sentiment and emotion. 
Her friend- 


ships and loves are deeper and dearer. 
Therefore, on the witness stand, she 
may'the more readily, 
and surely 


more unconsciouoly, depart from the 
exact truth when 
the Interests of 


.hose whom she loves are Involved. 
Jut she does It unconsciously or 
almost so, if at all. It is a psycholog- 
cal Impulse. 


Have Fear of the Law. 


"Again, a woman on the witness 


stand is more apart from her sphere 
than a man is. She la more liable to 


mistakes ot embarrassment. For 


that she should not be called to ac- 


Impressed with the remarks of Judge 
Campbell, 
often 
iterated, that he 


would as a general proposition believe 
a woman witness sooner than he 
would a man. Even in those childish 
days the remark from one who was 
so deeply venerated by me aroused 
my pride of sex and when I came to 
practice you can imagine that my at- 
tention was naturally directed to this 
subject. 


All Swayed by Sentiment. 


"I want to say, and to put It as 


strongly as words can make it, that 
I have found women witnesses, to say 
the least, no less truthful than those 
of the other sex. It Is a well-known 
fact that all witnesses are to some 
extent swayed by sentiment In favor 
ot the person in whose interests they 
are testifying. 
Allowance must be 


made for that, but that women are 
more powerfully influenced by such 
considerations than men I do not be- 
lieve. I have known women to testify 
the truth in great stress of circum- 
stances, when to conceal the truth 
would have been much to their ad- 
vantage, and when cautioned by the 
Judge that their testimony was to 
their own prejudice I have 
heard 


them say with tears that it was the 
truth and that the truth must be told 
."I have never known but one case 


of deliberate perjury by a woman, 
and that was exceedingly curious. 
The girl's lover was under trial for 
burglary. The testimony was vaguely 
circumstantial. 
The girl produced a 


diary which she had kept for the en- 
tire year, Including the time of the 
alleged burglary. That diary showed 
that the alleged burglar had been In 
her company at a time when it would

Women More Emotional. 


"Of course, as everyone knows, 


women are far more emotional than 
men. They are therefore more likely 
to be swayed by their sentiments. I 
am inclined to think, therefore, that 
for this very reason women are some- 
what less dependable as witnesses 
than men, although less to blame for

"I would say that there is som 


measure of truth in the assumption 
that women are more liable than men 
to go astray from

when they are in the strange post 
tion of a witness in the courts, bu 
the sweeping assertion of Dr. Taylo 
that in all circumstances they are less 
to be believed than men is a state- 
ment that should simply make the 
person who made It ridiculous. 


"You ask me about the conflict o:

think that is not fully understood. II 
is my conviction that expert testimony 
is usually fairly honest, no matter 
how conflicting it may seem, and for 
this reason: 
The expert is always 


examined by the attorney previous to 
trial and hearing, and it he be not 
convinced that the testimony is frank- 
ly in his favor he will not employ the 
expert."
